Police Chief Bows to 
the Law. 


| WOMEN SAFE AT POLS |

Women and other respectable voters 
need fear no trouble at the polls today. 
The power of the Cook County court is 


exerted to its fullest extent. 

Judges and clerks of election have 
received strict instructions to enforce 
the law. Police officera and deputy 
sheriffs at the polls must take their 
orders from them. It will be a peace- 
able primary. 


Prompt activity by the courts and 


| other forces of law and order in Cook 


county yesterday nipped in the bud 
the plot of the Lundin-Thompson ma- 
chine to resort to physical force to 
win today’s primary election. Face 
to face with court rulings, judicial 
interpretations of the law, and threats 
of punishment of those who violated 
law, the city hall forces receded from 
the position they had taken Monday. 

Most important of the court rulings 
was one contained in the official in- 
structions to judges and clerks of elec- 
authority of County 
Judge James T. Burns. 

Court Instructs Election Judges 

The ruling disposed of the conten- 
tion of the city hall that the deputies 
had no rights at the polls and was 
worded as follows: 

“You are especially instructed that 
the police officer and deputy sheriff 
stationed at your polling place on pri- 
mary day is absolutely under the con- 
trol and direction of the judges of elec- 
tion. You are further instructed that 
this includes any other peace officer 
who may put in his appearance, or in 
anywise be stationed at your polling 
place on that day. 

“He is under your contro! and you 
are not under his. Exercise your au- 
thority and you will be fully protected 
by this board. Deputy sheriffs in poll- 
ing places will present county court 
credentials bearing the signature of 
the county judge and the seal of the 
court and MUST BE RECOGNIZED 
BY THE JUDGES OF ELECTION.” 

Terrorism Pian Dropped. 

At the end of the day the city hali 
plan to create a reign of terror at the 
polls, thereby keeping women and 
other respectable voters away, had 
been practically abandoned. Final in- 
structions issued to the police were 
that they were not to attempt to in- 
terfere with the special deputy sheriffs 
sent to the polls by Sheriff Peters to 
guard against frauds and disorder.

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MAIL PLANE TANK 
EXPLODES;TWO 
BURNED TO DEATH 


Cleveland, O., Sept. 14.—{Special.}— 
Strapped im their seats in one of the 
new Junker type all metal airplanes 
installed in the air mail service be 
tween New York and Chicago, Walter 
Stevens; pilot of the plane, known as 
the “ Pathfinder” of the air mail serv- 
ice, and Russell Thomas, his mechanic, 
were burned to death this afternoon 
when the gasoline tank of their plane, 
exploded after they made a forced land- 
ing near Pemberville, between Cleve 
land and Toledo. : 

Stevens and Thomas, the latter of 
Cleveland, are the third and fourth 
to die in two weeks in the same sort 
of accident. 

According to dispatches from To- 
ledo, residents of Woodville said the 
plane, which appeared in trouble, land- 
ed apparently in safety. Just as it 
did so, however, the gasoline tank ex- 
ploded and the engine was driven forty 
feet into the soil, while everything in- 
flammable in the plane started biaz- 
ing. By the time the fire was put out 
both men were dead. 

Pilot Stevens, who was 40 years old, 
helped to plot the first postal air 
route from New York to the Pacific 


This was to have been Stevens’ last 
trip as an air mail pilot. He had just 
gigned a contract to do work for the 
Glenn L. Martin company.

It will be inter 
esting to discover whether in his campaigning he 
found out that the Maine shipyards would be bet- 
ter located south of the Virginia capes. 

Maine smashed all Democratic persuasion, ora- 
torical and otherwise.

Dr. Dickson has been investigating this 
kind of food poisoning for years, and 


can outbreaks have been traceable to 
products put ‘up on the Pacific slope he 
has had exceptionally good opportunities 
to ‘study the Condition. 

Some observersihold that food contain- 
ing Gdelllus botulinus and enough of its 
poiseit to kilb is obviously changed in 
tast@and smell ‘that no careful person 
be endangered. 

With this Dickson does not agree. Un- 
questionabl¥ food spoiled by bacillus bot- 
ulinus has a rancid or cheeselike odor, 
and in many cases it is distinct enough 
to serve as a Warning. 


j 

“I have personal knowledge of cases,” 
Dickson says, “ where spoilage was 80 
slight that after smelling and tasting it 
persons have eaten it and been poisoned 
fatally. I am convinced that smell and 
taste are not evidence enough.” 

He particularly warns women against 
tasting food which they suspect to be 
bad. He says there is a growing list of 
women killed by tasting foods which con- 
tained the botulinus poison. Suspicious 
foods must not be tasted, They nrust 
be condemned on suspicion. 

The bacillus botulinus only grows in 
packages from which alr has been ex- 
The bacillus can be swallowed 
without causing harm, but, on the other 
| Bane. if it has grown in an airtight 
corner it secretes a violent polsén. While 
the bacillus itself, at least in its spore 
stage, requires a high degree of heat 
for its killing, the poison easily is de- 


stroyed by heat. 


The bofling temperature, kept up for a 
brief time, is ample to destroy it. 
All known epidemics have been caused 
by tasting food to see if it was good 
or to food served uncooked, such as 
salads, string beans, asparagus, olives, 
apricots, and pears. 
As to home canning versus commercial 
canning, Dickson says he knows of four 
outbreaks due to commercial canning 
and severa] times that number due to 
home canning. The questiOn is one of 
the temperature to which the product 
has been heated before being sealed. 
In food poisoning the stomach should 
be washed out, even though the spoiled” 
food was eaten several days before. 
Dickson recommends that those who 
can get it take the antitoxin,
